4 Jun 46 Prisoner and SPRINGER arrived in HAMBURG from 

the US Zone and went to the flat cf HEHDE in 

1 Roterib'aum Chaussee 113. Prisoner's and 

SPRINGER'S main concern was to abtain new 
D2 forms. ORDE told Prisoner that K5HNKE 
7/ould be unable to supply them, and Prisoner 
and SPRINGER therefore decided to go toDE 
CHELARD at ITZEHOE to see whether he could help 
them. Prisoner and SPRINGER spent the night at 
HERDE's flat. 
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Prisoner and SPRINGER visited Hilde SCHAFER, 
Rotenbaum Chaussee 91, to obtain the latest 
nev/s of STEKDER and DE CHELARD. Prisoner told 
SCHAFER that he intended to visit DE CHELARD, 
and she asked him to call on her again on his 
return and give her the latest news. She told 
isoner that, during' the- summer, she worked on 
farm, and that should Prisoner remain in the 
British Zone, he should visit her at Frau 
TEGELER f s at ALTENMEDINGEN. Prisoner and 
SPRINGER then called on KQHNKE to see whether 
they could get D2 forms fr*m him. In the 
afternoon, Prisoner and SPRINGER went to DE 
CHELARD at iiUNSTERDORF . DE CHELARD told them 
that he had met a man who was the second-in- 
command of a well-organised movement. DE CHELARD 
further stated that a Russian attack rn the 
Western Zones was expected n*t later than Jan V7 > 
that Russian troops were said to be massing, and 
that the KFD was organising sabotage groups in 
the British and US Zones to come to the assistant*? 
of the advancing Russian, troops. DE CHELARD said 
that all 1his infm had been given him by his new 
acquaintance and that the org to which this man 
belonged vms known as the n Anti~Orden u ("Anti- 
Bewegung ,f )« DE CHELARD further told Prisoner that 
it was his intention to put himself and his 
followers at the disposal nf this org. According t 
Prisoner, DE CHELARD said that in order to combat 
the proposed KFD sabotage groups, it would be 



village in the British, US and French Zones to 
form themselves into small groups. Prisoner 
decided to give up his original intention cf 
accompanying SPRIM1ER to the French Zone, and to 
remain in the British Zone to combat the Russians, 
When Prisoner and SPRINGER asked DE CHELARD. v/hether 
he could supply them with D2 forms, he gave 
SPRINGER one blank form.

Prisoner and SPRINGER decided that Prisoner 
should travel to NIEB{/LL to enquire from 
Obstlt Gerd HEIN whether his fiancee, Petri 
any news of Frau SPRINGER, 
and to inform HEIN of what he had heard from 
DE CHELARD. Meanwhile SPRINGER was to go 
to a farmer KALCHER at NOKDHASTEDT , and 
contact through him Obaf Hans MORITZEN. 

Prisoner left MtfNSTEKDORF and went to 
NIEBtfLL. He saw HEIN and HA^TEIgSEN ,who had, 
however, no news of Frau SPRINGER. When 
HEIN heard why SPRINGER had to leave the 
US Zone, he recommended that SPRINGER should 
leave the British Zone, and particularly 
SCHLESV/IG— HOLSTEIN , as quickly as possible. 
Prisoner informed HEIN of DE CHELARD f s 
latest intentions and ideas, and suggested 
that HEIN and DE CriELARD ’ should meet, HEIN 
told Prisoner that' he intended visiting 
Hax HILLERS, a former comrade of his at 
ITZEHOE, on the Saturday after Whitsun, 
and arranged with Prisoner to meet him 
and DE CHELARD there. (NB: HEIN was 
prevented by his arrest from keeping this 
appointment.) Prisoner left NIEBffLL for 
NORDHASTEDT in the late afternoon, and 
spent the night in the train in HUSUM. 

Prisoner arrived at NOKDHASTEDT and called 
on KAIGHER to collect SPRINGER. SPRINGER 
had, however, left to see a dentist in 
ALBERSDORF. Prisoner met SPRINGER on the 
road to ALBERSDORF. They then set off for 
ITZEHOE and spent the night en route at the 
station restaurant at VAALE. 

Prisoner and SPRINGER arrived at ITZEHOE 
late in the afternoon and net DE CHELARD* 
Prisoner asked DE CHELARD whether Dr GRUNE, 
of whom he had heard previously through 
SPRINGER, could remove his SS blood-group 
tattoo. DE CHELARD immediately made the 
necessary arrangements, and Dr GRUNE 
operated on Prisoner the same evening. 

Both Prisoner and SPRINGER stayed at DE

DS CHELARD 
then spoke of his political intentions in the 
presence of Prisoner, HERDE and HEELERS, and 
assured his listeners that the aims of the 
"Anti-Order. ' were anti-Communint. a: 1 .in no ,vay 
directed against the Western Pcw/cr:. 

Prisoner left ITZEHOE and called on BERNCTAT 
at HADEMARSCIIEN, Prisoner told him that ho was 
sent by DE CHELARD. In the course z£ conversation,

FRU3SLU Prisoner states that BI- ATAT knew very 
little of DE CHELARD T s political l. it on t;. ora. , 
and that he had the impression that BERN O' IP did

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BEEMOTAT then considered Prisoner's request for 
ei.iployr.ient, and asked Prisoner to call on him at his 
office on 19 Jun 4-6. Prisoner walked to 
ALBERSDORF and stayed the night with Frau Y/OLTER. 
Frau Y/OLTER introduced him to EDEL, LUMITSCH and 
SCHOLZ, who hupp ended to be at her house at the 
time. Prisoner told Frau WOLTER and her guests 
the gist of his conversation with DE CHEklRD. 

He also told them that it .night Y/ell happen that 
people around DE CHELARD would have to go into 
hiding, and asked them whether they would be 
prepared in such on event to assist then. PpET, 
told Prisoner that he would bo ’willing to shelter 
such people, and that he could also procure 
identity papers. Prisoner states that all 
four declared their v/illingness to participate 
in any anti-Co*:niinist org, provided that the 
ains'.of such an org did not ran counter to the 
policy of the Western Powers. LU1HTSCH promised 
Prisoner to find him a job on the VTEETHOF estate 
nr ALBERSDORF, where he was employed, and they 
agreed to meet again on 16 Jun 4*6. 

16 Jun i\Jo Prisoner saw LUlilTSCH at the VTERTKOF estate. 

They discussed v/hat measures could be taken 
against KPD sabotage groups in case of an 
emergency.

DE CLELnRP and informed him of his meeting with 
EDEL, LUIUTSCH and SCHOLZ. DE CHELARD informed 
Prisoner that "his people" were already firmly 
established in ITZEHOE.

20 Jun 4-6 Prisoner called on Frau TBGELER at AlTEMvffiDINGEN, 

who told hi..i that Hilde SCHAFER v.as staying at the 
village inn. Prisoner thereupon met SCkaFER, 

He told hu.r of his experiences since he had last 
seen her, and in particular of DE CHEkiRD’s ideas

Prisoner 
went to HAASSEL and saw HAUER. They returned 
in the evening to Frau TBGELER 1 s , where they 
net SCrfAFER and her girl friend, Atti LANGE. 

In the presence of these people, Prisoner spoke 
of DB OHELilKD and the immediate danger of a 
Russian attack. 

Prisoned travelled to 3R©.iEN and called at the 
office of a former acquaintance, JACOBS, the 
proprietor of a coffee- roasting firm, to see 
whether he could obtain employment. He 
discovered that JACOBS was at a branch office 
at STEIERBERG, and visited him there. JACOBS 
could not, however, offer him employment. He 
gave Prisdner an introduction to an insurance 
broker, RENKEN, at DELMENHORST. 

Prisoner stayed with JACOBS at KLffVETIHi'iG'Ein 
Prisoner told JACOBS of all he had heard from 
DE CHELARD, but JACOBS advised him not to become 
involved in political movements of any kind. 

Prisoner and JACOBS travelled to BREfriEN, whence 
Prisoner continued his journey alone to 
DELMENHORST, whore he called on RENKEN. In 
the course of conversation, RENKBW informed 
Prisoner that Ostubaf Bx\RTLING was still at large 
and was living nr HERFOHD.

GHELARD and FLEGEL. DE CHELARD had also told 
HILLERS that he was surprised to have received 
a letter from HEIN, whom he did not know at 
all. Prisoner and HILLERS decided that in 
future they would have nothing to do with 
any illegal movement. In the afternoon 
Prisoner returned to H0NSTEKDORF and called 
on Dr GRUNE and informed him of DE CHELARD 's 
arrest. 

Prisoner left ITZEHOE for ALBERSDORF where he 
visited Frau WOLTER. He asked her to call 
on BERNOTAT at HADBvLARSCHEN and inform him of 
DE CHELARD^ arrest. In the afternoon he met

EWERT gave Prisoner a visiting card as 
introduction to WEBER at L(f3ECK, Prisoner and 
BANGERT then went to tho rly stn and boarded 
the train to LtfBECK.
